The United States is not 


obligated to father the sufTering peoples of the Old World, but 
is lindet^mbr'al obligation to lend them every possible as- 
sistance in.a neighborly way, and this il will not f;ul to do. 
Out the assistance rendered must conform to business stan- 
dards for the prelection of our own-people. There are ways 
in which this country can do much-to restore the devastated 
regions to living conditions without detriment lo its own 
people, and this H will do cheerfully and'thoroughly.
